Wasnincton, May 22.—{Special.)—-The 

tion is, What will the senate do with the 

McKinley bill, now that it has reached that 
body? 

The answer is a very simple one. 

The senate will pass a tariff bill, but it will 
not be the McKinley bill by any means. The 
senate finance committee will prepare a Sub- 
stitute for the McKinley measure, but it will 
not be based upon ultra protection ‘lines. 
Whon McKinley looks at his bantling after it 
thas gone through the senate committee, he 
will not know it. After the senate gets 
through with it, he will wonder what kind of 
pill it was anyway that the house put through. 

But, after all, he may not wonder so yery 
much, for it is an open secret that the house 
bill was prepared for the purpose of making 
good the promises of the republican party to 


_ ‘the people who furnished fat for it in the last 


campaign, with the reservation that the senate 
would shape a substitute mora in the interests 
of the people at large. It may be safely taken 
as an assurance that the senate bill will pay a 
good deal of attention to what has happened 
in the west and northwest in recent elections, 
and will, by catching to the developed senti- 
ment for tariff reform in those sections, en- 
deavor to win back the votes which have en- 
abled the democrats to write victory on their 
banners. 
THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

Contrary to general expectation, Speaker 
feed succumbed to the pressure that was 
brought to bear on him, and allowed General 
Henderson to call up the river and harbor bill 
this afternoon. The debate on the Dill this 
afternoon was on the general features of the 
measure, most of the time being consumed by 
General Catchings, of Mississippi, who made 
an exhaustive statement of the great engineer- 
ing problem of the age: How to confine the 
Mississippi river within its banks. He opposed 
the outlet system as impracticable and vision- 
ary, the remedy of doctrinaires and 
theorists. The outlet system would in- 
evitably lead to a retardation of the 
current, and be a consequent precipitation of 
sediment by. natural laws, and would in no 
wise lower the level of the current a few miles 
above and below the outlet. The debate on 
the details of the bill will begin tomorrow. It 
is expected that the appropriation for the Hen- 
nepin canal for connecting lake Michigan with 
the Mississippi river will precipitate the 
principal fight.

TO IMPROVE THE STREAMS. 


The River and Harbor Bill Discussed in the 
House. 


Wasnincton, May 22.—Mr. Dunnell, of 
Minnesota, from the committee on census, re- 
ported a bill to the house amendatory of the 
census act passed. (It prescribes a penalty 
upon any supervisor or enumerator who shall 
receive or any person who shall pay any fee 
or other consideration in addition to the com- 
pensation of such supervisor or enumerator.) 

Conferences were ordered on the army appro- 
priation bill and the military academy appro- 
priation bill. 

On motion of Mr. Henderson, of Iowa (from 
the committee on appropriations), a bill was 
passed appropriating $90,000 to supply the de- 
ticiency in the appropriation for public print- 
ing and binding. 

‘The house then went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, in the chair) 
on the river and harbor bill. 

Mr. Henderson, of Illinois, chairman of the 
committee on rivers and harbors, explained 
the provisions of the bill, stating that they ap- 
propriated $20,932,000, based upon eitimates 
aggregating $39,500,000. He believed that 
there was no money that went ont of the 
treasury that was so much in the interest of 
the people of the country as the money ex- 

nded in the improvement of rivers and har- 

rs. Every dollar expended in_ re- 
moving - obstructions in the _—irivers 
and impediments’ in harbors was 
expended in behalf of the people, and if this 
government was constituted for any wise pur- 
pose whatever, it was constituted for the pur- 
pose of looking to the interests of the people. 

Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, spoke in favor 
wf the principles of the river and 
harbor bill, contending that they did 
more to solve the problem of cheap 
transportation than all the interstate com- 
merce bills that could be passed. He argued 
that the time had come when the general gov- 
ernment should take entire charge of the Mis- 
Sissippi river, and provide at once an adequate 
System of levees. 

Mr. Catchings, of Mississippi, made a com- 
prehensive and exhaustive explanation of the 
pians by which the government was under- 
taking the improvement of the Mississippi 
Fiver. 


Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, described the } 


improvement of the Tennessee river, and 
urged that congress appropriate $500,000 for 
completing the Muscle Shoals improvement 
and removing the bar to the nayigation at 
Colbert Shoals. 

Mr. Kerr, of Iowa, attacked the bill, which 
was defended by Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio. 

Mr. Boatner, of Louisiana, spoke in favor of 
an amendment, which, he said, he would offer 
if an opportunity were presented, to strike out 
the clause providing that none of the appropri- 
ation for the Mississippi river shall be ex- 
pended to repair or build levees for the pur- 
pose of reclaiming lands or preventing injury 
to lands or private property by overtiows. 

The committee then arose and the house ad- 
adjourned.

Nevapa, Ia., May 22.—Judge Hindman, of 
the district court, in his charge to the grand 
the opening of court  yes- 
terday took the ground that, notwith- 
standing the late decision of the 
United State supreme court, no person has a 
right in this state to keepa place forthe sale 
of intoxicating liquors of any kind, either in 
original packages or otherwise, and that it was 
the sworn duty ofthe jurors to report to the 
court by indictment any person charged with 
the keeping of any such place without regard 
as to where such liquors came from. He main- 
tained that interstate commerce has nothing 
to do with the question, and that the keeping 
of a piace for the sale of liquors is a nuisance, 
no matter how they are dealt out. .

| Wasnincrow, May 22.—In thel senate,

as he understood that Mr. Daniel desired to 
address the senate on the silver bill, he would 
not as he had given notice yesterday, ca!l up 
the naval appropriatfon bill now, but would do 
so at the close of Mr. Daniei’s remarks. 

The silver bill was then taken up @nd Mr. 
Daniel addressed the senate in favor of silver 
currency. . The financial system of the 
country, he said, was in disarray. I eompre- 
hended taxation, currency and debt. Separ- 
ately and collectively they were out of joint. 

INSUFFICIENT CURRENCY. | 

The currency was insufficient in volume to 
maintain prices and was irresponsivé to the 
laws oftrade. It was congested in the treasury. 
A hundred millions of it was held do redeem 
another portion of it,that was (like itself) legal 
tender, while thirty million of it was lent 
out to bankers, without interest. 

* Taxation was an excessive-—-worse than use- 
less—burden, bringing a surplusinto the treas- 
ury and stimulating extravagance to gef it out. 
The public debt had been put in such an 
anomalous relations to the laws that the gov- 
ernment appeared on both sides of the sales 
counter in obviously incompatible and, contra- 
dictory relations. On one side of the counter 
the government boosted up the price of* bonds 
far beyond their par value. On the other side 
it paid them before maturity, at exorbitant 
rates. Whenever before, he asked, had the 
seller run up the price of a_ thing 
he had to buy; or bought when 
he himse!f was boosting the price? In that 
respect a mock auction sale was a model of the 
so-called financial aystem of the iy To 
callit a ‘‘system’’ was a misnomer. There 
was no more system about it than there Was im 
the game of jackstraws. Still, there was sci- 
ence in it—the science of putting in a paper or 
silver jackstraw and pulling out a~ gold 
one. The arbitrary tax law of the country 
prevented the American producer from Buying 
in cheap markets. It did not preveng. him 
from having to sell in a cheap market his 
wheat, ccrn, cotton, meat aud other staples. 
“Be patient while you are getting poorer, 
said the high tax monometallist; “an we will 
build you a home market.” ‘Al right,” said 
the honest producers,.‘‘but if we are to hnvea 
home market, let us make:some’ home money 
out of the silvertthat God has given us, so that 
the people can pay the taxes and that we may 
have high prices.” “Oh no,” replied the 
monometallist; ‘that would put us out of gear 
with British gold and German gold anu the 
gold of Europe.” ‘ 

THE DIFFERENT SYSTEMS. 

Mr. Daniel said the tax system was built 
on non-intercourse, and was called the Ameri- 
can system. How was it that an American 
system was demanded for taxes and a British 
system for currency? If a citizen of the 
United States were not allowed to 
trade more freely and to get higher priees,in a 
foreign market, why rot tet Tr  Beone’y 
freely—that would stimulate the home mar- 
ket? So long as the monometallist could 
keep from answering that question, or could 
so befog it as to keep the people from answer- 
ing it for themselves, the jumble would be 
continued and would be played by the 
monometallists with gold jackstraws. 
Gold and silver money were wedded by nature 
—they were beautiful ; they were durab!e ; they 
were divisible; they possessed permanent and 
ubiquitous value; they were readily measura- 
ble; they were readily stamped and coined; 
they were both limited in quantity and were 
each the product of labor. Before a jury of all 
civil and enlighted nations throughout the 
countries, the case of gold and silver had been 
heard, and, with one voice the nations had an- 
swered that to gold and silver belonged the 
royal attribute of money. 

Mr. Daniel spoke for three hours, partly 
from full notes and partly extempore. He 
was listened to with closest attention and 
interest bya pretty full attendance of senators. 
As he took his seat he was applauded from the 
galleries. 

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The silver bill was laid aside without any 
action, and the naval appropriation bill was 
taken up. All formal and minor amendments 
reported by the committee having been agreed 
to, the amendment was taken up which strikes 
out of the bill an appropriation of $50,000 for 
repairs to the dry dock at Boston navy-yard.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., May 22.—In the Présby- 
terian general assembly today, the report of 
the committee on foreign missions was read by 
Rey. C. R. Hemphill, chairman, and was con- 
sidered by sections. The first section pro- 
ioe to transfer the minister’s fund from the 

slergy’s Friendly society to the Presbyterian 
Ministers’ fund of Philadelphia. Adopted. 

The next section proposed annuities to the 
ee of.deceased missionaries, and was 
a ted. 

The third section was an overture from Co- 
lumbia presbytery, recommending the publica- 
tion of a missionary paper for children. The 
committee 


up to this purpose. Adopted. 

The fourth section was an overture from the 
Columbia presbytery, recommending the train- 
ing of young women for foreign missionaty 
work. Adopted. 

Other recommendations were adopted as 
follows: That churches shall pay this coming 
year $115,000, at least, for foreign missionary 
work; that the executive committe be author- 
ized to commission four additional men to the 
missionary field in the Congo Free State; that 
the question of duty of enlisting in foreign mis- 
sion fields be impressed on clergymen and theo- 
ological students; that women be appointed 
to canvass each congregation for subscriptions 
to missions and that club rates for that paper 
be maintained; that all Sabbath-schools be en- 
couraged to take part in the 'Children’s Day 
exercise on the first Sunday in June; and that 
the assembly cordially commend the officers 
and members of the executive committee for 
their zeal and energy. 

The report of the committee was then 
adopted as a whole. 

Rey. Mr. Stevens spoke on the foreign 
missions, and was followed by Rey. C. R. 
Hemphill, Rev. J. W. Allen and Dr, W. T. 
Thompson. Colonel J. J. Wade addressed 
the assembly on the circulation of church 
papers. 

The report of the committee on bills and 
overtures was read. The first section was on 
the peace memorial introduced a few days ago 
by Dr. Campbell. The committee submitted 
both majority and minority reports. The 
majority report favored the adoption of Dr. 
Campbell’s paper and the filling of the blanks 
on the committee of correspondence with other 
Christian churches, with the names of Revs.” 
William A. Campbell, D. D., Moses D. Hoge, 
D. D.,and Marshall Gilliam. They further- 
more recommended that Rev. William A. 
Campbell, D. D., and Rev. M. D. Hoge, D.D., 
be appointed delegates to the assembly in the 
interest of the peace congress in 1891, but that 
the assembly does not by this appointment of 
delegates commit itself in 
measures that this peace congress may adopt. 

The minority report regarded it as unwise 
for the assembly, the -highest court of the 
church, to take any action in the case, but 
expressed the fullest sympathy with the object 
of Dr. Campbell’s paper. 

A petition from the Anti-Lottery League 
was next taken up, and a recommendation was 
made for the assembly to take action against 
the lottery. 

Dr. Shearer read the report of the judicial 
committee on the appeal of Rev. D. P. P. 
Robinson from the decision of the assembly of

Canton, Ga., May  22.—{Speciat.]J— |

interesting story of a visit to the much- 
talked-of tin mines. So much has bees 
said at home and abroad about the re 
cent discovery in this county of what 
is said to be tin, and many being so ine 
credulous as not to believe tin had been found 
oreven existsin small or large quantities ia 
the county, simply because tin is generally not 
supposed to exist here, the editor of the Ad- 
vance, in company with Captain J. O. Rebert 
son, an old and experienced miner, visited the 
property and examined the pits and class of 
ore from which the tin is said to be taken 
The vein or lead is located on the lands of Mr 
E. J. White, at the Coggins’s old stand in this 
county, eleven miles east of Canton and twe 
milessoutheast of Orange. The Advance says? 

THE REPORTS OF TIN. 

“So faras we are epabled to judge, from 
what was seen and told us, the reports which 
have been sent out concerning and confirm: 
ing the finding of tin in Cherokee county jiave 
not been exaggerated or enlarged upon. We 
went to the half dozen pits, which have been 
dug from two to ten feet deep at different 
places on about three acres of ground, and 
found the ore taken from all these pits to be 
alike and in what appeared to be abundance 
as faras opened. The matter shown us, and 
that is said to carry tin, extends acrossa hill fos 
a distance of not less than thirty yards, and 
the tests that have been made of the ore from 
the several pits discloses a tin-like metal. 
We were told, not only by Mr. J. S. Thrasher, 
who isdeveloping the property. but by Mr. 
White, Mr. Haygood and Mr. Lathem, that 
from a pan of the ore smelted in the black. 
smith furnace a button of metal the size of a 
buckshot was obtainod, not once but several 
times. Mr. Lathem has known ofthe presence 
of this ore for some months, but did not know 
the character of it. The metal smelted from * 
this ore is pronounced by experts not to be 
zinc or aluminum, but isa white metal havy- 
ing the appearance of tin; and Mr. 
Thrasher says he has had it’ as 
sayed by competent chemists who pronoanea - 
it tin, assaying 7.43 percent. If this assay is 
correct, that will give about a 150-pound block 
of tin to the ton, which, at sixty cents per 
pound, would pay $90 per ton. From this, 
then, it will at onco be readily seen that te 
work it a handsome profit would be realized; 
indeed, if it proves to be what is claimed for 
it, andin the exhaustiezs quantities the ore 
appears to be, it would be the biggest bonanza 
in the United States.’’

quartz and garnet crystals’, and, asseen in the 
ground appears to be rather massive than @ 
vein formation and as though it might be in 
layers, but this, Captain Robertson tells us, is 
often the way it is found and that the layers 
are always in clese proximity.

change that opinion, and so we attempt te 
convince no one of anything. We simply state 
what we have seen and heard, and leave you te 
reach your own conclusions, asking, however, 
that you do not let the fact tlat notin has 
ever before been found in Geergia bias your 
judgment.”

For the government to acquire ownership of them 
would require, on this estimate, making due al- 
lowance for increased construction since 1884, at 
co-t alone, an amount of money, or increase of 
public debt, equivalent to not less than one thou- 
sand dollars to every person, old and young, in 
the United States. 

In 1880, as shown by the census, there were two 
hundred and fifty thousand officials, book-keepers, 
clerks and other employes engaged in operating 
the raijroads then in existence. The number is 
mach greater now—more than twice as large as 
that of the civil officers and employes of the gov- 
ernment, and more than six times greater than the 
ariny of the United States. 

it seems to me that the statement of these facts 
is a sufficient presentation of my objectians to this 
demand.

Is it neccessary to extend this argument before a 
people who have been eye-witnesses to the man- 
agement of the Western and Atlantic railroad of 
Georgia? When 1t wasin tog ge it was expensive 
to the people and corruption in elections. Taken 
out of politics, it became a source of revenne and 
profit. The corporations owning and operating 
this class of property should not be allowed to do 
so to the injury of any portion of the peopie under 
whose laws they hold their franchises, receive pro- 
tection, and enjoy liberal privileges, granted for the 
public good as well as for their own 
advantage, such as the condemnation of individ- 
ual property for their use. They should not be 
left unrestrained to build up or impoverish at 
their pleasure either individuals or cominunities by 
unjust combinations or discriminations, or to op- 

ress by exorbitant rates. Tothis end, state and 
ederal regulation should be firmly maintained. 

The sub-treasury plan outlined in the pending 
bi‘l; is for the government to build store-houses, 
with elevators, in each county of the United States 
in which there is produced in each of two succeed- 
ing years $500,000 worth of wheat, corn, cats, cot- 
ton and tobacco, wherein these particular products 
of these and other counties may be stored fora 
loan of money by the government equal 
to eighty cents on the dollar of the market 
value of such products at the time of deposit, for 
one year, at the rate of cne per cent per annum. 
It aiso provides for officials to receive, examine, 
weigh, grade, classify, and determine the market 
value thereof, to give certificates of deposit, and 
advance the loan; to surrender the produce upon 
pay:nent thereof with interest, insurance, and 
other charges for handling, storage, etc. It also 

rovides for the sale of such property at auction 
if the advance is not paid when due, and requires 
the secretary of the treasury to issue the neces- 

sary amount of treasury notes to carry out the 
plan, such notes to be a legal tender receivable for 
dues to the government, etc.; and when the ad- 
vance is paid, the notes are to be returned to the 
treasury department for destruction. An a pro- 
priation of fifty millions of dollars is asked this 
year to start the plan. 

A casual glance at the propositions wil] indicate 
their serious importance and magnitude. They 
involve a new departure, a radical change in our 
financial system. 

in the discharge of the duties and obligations

Where will the blacksmith go to get his equal 
share at one per cent in order to pay off a mortgage 
on his house that is ranning at the ruinous rate of 
ten per cent? What will the shoe-maker do? 
Would it not prove the inequality.of this plan to 
see the faithful machanic or brick-layer forced to 
sell his home because he cou!d not borrow eighty 
per cent of its value from the same government to 
which he daily pays taxes to enable it to lend to his 
neighbors, who have no more in value than he and 
pay no more tax? Does it not demand the same 
allegiance of him in time of warand peace? They 
have wheat, corn, cotton, oats, or tobacco, and his 
belongings are in the shape of a home. Is that 
any reason for the discrimination? Where are the 
equivalent advantages to the fruit and stock 
growers, and toilers in countiess other worthy 
callings, who Rave none of these products? 

Again, those who have presented the supposed 
advantages of this plan before the committees of 
congress estimate upon the census of 1880 that 817 
counties in the United States would fall within 
the proposed rule for a store-house, etc. Georgia 
is put down for forty-seven, or an average of less 
than five to each congressional district. Take the 
seventh district, with its thirteen counties. It 
would, upon the basis proposed, have three sub- 
treasury counties—Floyd, Bartow and Cobb, all 
contiguous—and possibly one or two others. 
What would a store-house in Rome _ be 
worth to the Dade, the Catoosa or the Mur- 
ray county farmer? What per cent of the value 
of his wheat, corn, oats or cotton, would it take 
to haul or ship it to Rome sub-treasury? Suppose 
he should want to pay the advance and take some 
of it back home for consumption, how much of 
its value would the railroads have taken for 
transportation? 

If a bale of cotton be hauled or shipped from 
LaFayette to Rome for storage, would not that be 
an extraexpense tothe Walker county farmer? 
Couid he not finally sell it to LaFayette for as much 
as he could get at Rome, when he sells for ship- 
ment tothe mills?) Would not the same be true 
of the Acworth farmer or merchant in shipping to 
Marietta or Cartersville? Or the Whitfield farmer 
or merchant who would have to rs to Rome? 

It will be seen that there is no limit as to the 
amount of these five products entitled to storage, 
except the limit of their existence. If the govern- 
ment must furnish storage, there should be houses 
sufficient in number, capacity and nearness to the 

ople to approximate equality among thote se- 
ected for its benefits. Those who own these spe- 
cific products are allembraced in the provisions 
of the bills, whether farmers, merchants or specu- 
lators. To provide sufficient room for the crops 
named, and some degree of equality of privileges 
among those favored by the bills, will require not 
less than one store-house to eaeh county, which, it 
will be admitted, would cost farin excess of one 
hundred millions of dollars. They -wouid require 
thousands of managers, gaugers, weighers, guards 
and book-keepers, and the equipments of 
banking-houses in ri of safes, 
etc., and would i a heavy 
annual outlay in salaries and other expenses, all 
of which come from the peopie. Controversies 
between depositors and the government growing 
out of false certificates, unsatisfactory grading, 
weighing, orinjury to the property, would be 
triable only in the federal courts. And judgments 
in favor of the citizen would be payable only after 
appropriation therefor by congress. 

f this plan is right, it should not be left open to 
the charge of class or special legislation, as it 
must be admitted it is now, but should be ex- 
— to all property alike. Equity would demand 

is. 

To do this would entail incalculableex pense and 
make possible an almost illimitable issue of notes, 
causing such inflation and fluctuation as we have 
never seen. Money should be sound as well as 
adequate in quantity. The man who earns a dollar 
today should be able reasonably to expect that it 
will be a dollar next week. Tried by the standard , 
of “equal rights to alland special favors to none” 
it will, in my judgment, be rejected by none more 
surely than by alliancemen themselves, after full 
consideration. 

What, then, is the remedy for your existing 
hardships?;Clearly I would say, remove the causes. 
Reduce taxes to the bare necessities of the govern- 
ment economically administered. So adjust the 
tariff as to collect taxes only for public purposes. 
Restore silver to its place under the constitution 
as minted money co-equal with gold, with full 
and unlimited coinage. Increase the issue of treas- 
ury notes sufficiently, in addition to the supply of 
gold and silver, to provide an adequate volume of 
currency without undue inflation. In addition, 
enforce econemy in public expenditures. These 
things could be done without entering the domain 
of untried experiments that must prove expen- 
sive and may be disastrous. The plain princi- 
ples ot the fathers which were a plied to the first 
seventy years of our national existence, we would 
do well to heed. The country is afflicted with pa- 
ternalism and centralism already. Shall we go 
further in that direction? Is it not wiser to turn 
back and “enquire for the old paths” and to “waik 
therein?”’ 

Let the government give to all complete pro- 
tection to life, liberty and property, and equal op- 
portunities in the pursuit of happiness, holding 
the scales of justice even, according to old-fash- 
ioned Jeffersonian arene oye ‘Times change,and 
men change with them; but principles never.”’ 

My votes have all been in accord with the views 
I have expressed. 

I fully concur with your body in favoring the 
election of United States senators directly by the 
eel ang Nothing centributes more to sound legis- 

ation than direct accountability on the part of 
the representative to those who choose him. 

In conclusion, let me congratulate the farmers 
upon the good they have accomplished by their 
os ng aan and the increased interest they are 
taking in econowic and public questions. 

Hoping that I may soon have the pleasure of 
discussing these questions face to face with the 
people of the district who have honored me with

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 22.—[Special.]—Mr. 

duBignon, president of the senate, was shown 

the article of Judge Reese, “What is to be 


done about shortening the legislative ses-— 


sions?’ and was asked what he had to say 
in reply to Mr. Reese’s comparison of the work 
of the session of ’71 and ’72 with that of 88 
and ‘89. 

Mr. duBignon’s attention was called to the 
fact that Judge Reese had alluded to his fare- 
well address to the senate on the 9th of No- 
vember, in which he stated as reasons for the 
unusual expense of time and money of the 
general assembly, that they not only consumed 
much time in discussing the lease of the State 
road and the Olive bill, but had enacted 129 
general laws, seventy-four bank charters, 
sixty-six railroad charters, and 471 local and 
special laws, and that to this statement of the 
work of the then closing session, Judge Reese 
proceeded to make a comparison with the work 
of the general assembly of ’71 and ’72. 

Mr. duBignon stated that the length of the 
legislative sessions was not chargeable to the 
legislature itself, but to the cumbersome ma- 
chinery provided. by the constitution, of 
which the distinguished author “of the article 
was a prominent member. That certainly the 
legislature would not be held responsible by 
any fair minded critic for the amount of local 
legislation demanded by one constituency, and 
when once introduced there was no escape 
from the delays provided by the constitution. 
That the very legislature, whose work the 
distinguished author is criticising, passed a 
billintended to remedy one of the troubles 
created by the constitution by providing that 
hereafter bills be read only by caption on their 
second reading. |

English, a prominent practitioner, on the 
charged alleged by Mrs. Cora Korb, of Glen- 
more,} Ga., a small suburban town, of com- 
mitting an outrage upon her person. 

A BUXOM LASS. : 

About two years ago M. M. Korb and his 
wife, Cora, emigrated from the north to Glen- 
more, Ga., and settled upon the iand of J. M. 
Stiger. Mrs. Korb is a buxom lass, and fair of 
form and features. In due time a little one 
came into the otherwise lonely home. At the 
birth of this child Dr. English was the attend- 
ant physician, since which time he has 
been consulted, and has been treating Mrs. 
Korb. ee 

A NIGHT IN WAYCROSS. 

By his advice Mrs. Korb came to Waycross, 
and put up ata popular hosteliry, where she 
could be under the eye of her physician. At 
eight o’clock Saturday night Dr. English 
called to see her, and she alleges that at 9 
o’clock, after being in the room some time, he 
administered to her a drug which had the 
effect of benumbing her limbs, and rendering 
her powerless the balance of the night so faras 
physical force or resistance was concerned, and 
that while in this condition, asshe lay power- 
less, though fully conscious, upon the bed, he 
assaulted her. 

THE STORY DID NOT HOLD OUT. 

The case was brought for trial before Justice 
Wright. Mrs. Korb was asked why she gave 
the doctor the key to her room, and she said to 
enable him to enter and give her medicine. She 
here stated that the doctor asked her to kiss 
him, which she did, and that it was 3 o’clock 
in the morning when the outrage was commit- 
ted. The physicians of the city and one of the 
most prominent druggists testified that they 
knew of no drug that would have the effect 
described by Mrs. Korb, and yet permit her to 
return to consciousness during the time named 
by her. She also testified that she asked Dr. 
English for his ring, but he refused to let her 
have it. : 

DR. ENGLISH’S DEFENSE. 

Dr. English emphatically denied the charge, 
and denied the allegations in her testimony. 
He stated that the seriousness of the charge 
and the injury to his reputation had so startled 
him that, in company with a friend, he asked 
her compromise, whereupon she and her 
husband coolly demanded $10,000. He told 
her he could not raise so much, but tendered 
his notes for $5,000, which she refused, but she 
offered to accept $5,000 in cash. His friend 
then told her that he thought he could raise 
$2,500, and the proposition was accepted, Mr. 
Korb agreeing in writing to defend the doctor’s 
character if the amount was paid. 

THE SMELL OF BLACKMAIL. 

At this juncture, the evidence of blackmail 
was so strong that the doctor decided to let it 
go to court. The charge of rape wasjnot{sus- 
tained in the trial, and after hearing the evi- 
dence, the court bound English over for 
adultery. Dr. English’s past record has been 
unsullied, and the greatest sensation was 
caused by the charges against him, It is 
thought by all that it is a case of blackmail to 
extort money from him. If he is acquitted, 
he ~ institute prosecution for levying black- 
mail.

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Living Monuments. 

Tombstones and statues crumble and de- 
tay, and, even while they stand, their in- 
scriptions fade from sight. Neither the 
storied urn nor the animated bust will keep 
& man’s memory green forever. 
man’s name is linked with great and good 
works it cannot be perpetuated. 

The desire to be held in love and honor by 
sneceeding generations is strongly felt by 
every man of noble aims and lofty aspira- 
tions. ‘To this sentiment the world is in- 
Jebted for many of the stateliest works of 
the architect and the most perfect art of the 
sculptor. But living monuments are worth 
more than all, and in every age the best and 
wisest lovers of their kind have endeavored 
to leave behind them a potential influence 
that will be felt in the working factors of 
religion, morality, education and_ civiliza- 
ion. 

In no way has this praiseworthy ambition 
been more substantially and_ splendidly 
wrought out than in the shape of the en- 
dowments from time to time given to educa- 
tienal institutions. Many old English fam- 
ilies have nota single representative now 
living, and their names would be forgotten 
but for the fact that they are forever identi- 
fied with memorial buildings, libraries and 
thairs in the universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge. In the older states of the union 
such colleges as Harvard, Yale and Prince- 
ton were at first largely supported by the 
states, but in the course of time wealthy and 
liberal citizens endowed them with professor- 
ships, scholarships and other equipments 
supported By well-invested funds, until these 
institutions are now self-sustaining and the 
glory of their respective commonwealths. 

Of late years southern educational institu- 
tions have made marked progress in this di- 
rection. The benefactions of Peabody and 
Appleton, George I. Seney’s giftsto the 
Lucy Cobb institute and his ha]] at Macon, 
Senator Brown’s princely donation to the 
Southern Baptist seminary, and the scholar- 
ship at the State university in the name of 
his son, Charles McDonald Brown, the large 
sums given by Mr. W. P. Pattillo to Emory 
college and by Colonel George W. Scott to 
the Presbyterian seminary at Decatur—all 
show that there isa growing disposition on 
the part of our well-to-do citizens to aid the 
cause of education in a generous and judi- 
cious way. 

These colleges, seminaries, libraries and 
chairs, endowed by liberal and progressive 
men, are so many living monuments that 
will not only perpetuate good works, but 
will cause their benefactors and founders to 
be remembered and honored for countless 
generations after they have passed away. 

There are doubtless scores of public-spir- 
ited Georgians who, when the matter is pre- 
sented to them in this light and thoughtfully 
considered, ‘will gladly embrace the oppor- 
tunity of giving their names, their influence 
and their means to strengthen and advance 
our higher educational system. They have 
oniy to direct their attention to the efforts 
now being made by the Alumni of the State 
mniversity to see where they may do a world 
ef good, and build wisely and well for all 
time. Let these men come to the front and 
swell the ranks of the Seneys, Peabodys, 
Browns, Pattillos and Scotts. There is room 
for them, and they are needed.

A Protest from the Teachers. 

The Georgia school-teachers have a griev- 
ance, and with good reason they make com- 
plaint. At the recent Teachers’ convention 
in Columbus, School Commissioner Roberts, 
of Burke county,-introduced a resolution 
calling upon the next general assembly to 
enact a law which will guarantee to teachers 
the prompt payment of their salaries; and 
herein lies the cause of their complaint, 

It seems that the teachers are not only 
poorly paid, but they are not paid at all—at 
least, not when they should be paid. They 
complain that the state compels them to wait 
from spring to winter for the money they 
have earned by their labors, and that, not 
being able to bide this length of time, they 
are obliged to patronize the note-shavers at 
a discount which they can ill afford to bear 
and to which they should not be compelled 
to submit. ‘They state that the last legisla- 
ture was appealed to for redress, but that 
nothing was done to remedy the evil by that 
body; so they have continued in the old 
rut—selling the state’s promises to pay for 
whatever they would bring in order to re- 
lieve their present necessities, 

They are worked up on the subject, and 
with reason; they are right in demanding 
prompt payment for their work, and the 
state is wrong in not giving it.

They 
should not be humiliated by the necessity of 
hawking the state’s due bills around the 
country with a bill of sale tacked to them, 
to become the property of Shylocks, who 
have more money than the teachers and can * 
afford to wait six months. or a year, when 
these notes, obtained at a handsome dis- 
count, will mature and enrich their treas- 
uries. 

The next legislature should inquire into 
this matter and give the relief asked. It is 
in sad contrast with the present financial 
condition of the state. Georgia is fully able 
to pay her teachers promptly, and there 
should be no cause for such a complaint as 
they make.

THE SPEECHES MADE. 

After calling the meeting to order, Judge 
Howard Van Epps, in a brief speech, spoke of 
the plans now about to enrich the university 
with a more becoming endowment than it now 
enjoys. He spoke of the plan that has been 
started to secure a number of alumi who were 
not able to make donations outright, to have 
their lives insured for $1,000 on the ten-year 
plan for the university. 4 

It would only take $38 per annum from the 
pockets of Such alumni as were willing to. do 
this and would amount to only $380 in the ten 
years. But the college would at that time 
have a paid policy of $1,000. Judge Van Epps 
showed that out of the largenumber of alumni 
it would be easy to get five hundred, at least, 
to enter this life insurance plan, which 
would give the university in ten years 
paid policies of $500,000. This would place 
the university in a position where it could 
easily borrow from the state a quarter of a mil 
lion dollars and this would, with the donations 
of the richer alumni, which he hoped would 
follow place the-university in excellentcircum- 
stances. Judge Van Epps’s speech was 
warmed with intense love for his 
alma mater and enthusiasm throughout, 
and showed that he has been carefully study- 
ing the college. Hesaid he knew two men 
who had expressed themselves willing to give 
$5,000 to the university, and another who 
would give $1,000. He was applauded several 
times. 

Judge W. I. Hammond spoke briefly about 
the plans of Judge Van Epps. He said he 
yielded to no one in his zeal for his 
alma mater and was there to do 
what the meeting wr best to promote her 
interest. He concurred with Judge Van Epps, 
except in the pg to raise the fund. e 
thought it would be better for a canvass to be 
made, to see how many would pay a_ certain 
amount per year to a university fund rather 
than pay ittoaninsurance company. 

Mr. Hooper Alexander also urged the hitting 
upon the best plan to secure the fund. He 
was ready to exert his best efforts for the uni- 
versity and would be foundin line on any 
measure that would work toits advantage. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond spoke after Mr. 
Alexander, and said he had come as a trustee 
of the college and as a graduate, to do what he 
could for her interest. He was hopeful of 
great reform in the pecuniary condition of the 
college, both from the direction of the state 
treasury and from private donations. He was 
ready and willing to advance any plan that 
would advance the welfare of the college, and 
he was almost assured that the  trus- 
tees of the college would, at_ their 
next meeting, do something definite 
about endowing the university if they felt as 
he did over the matter.

It is announced on the best of authority that 
the Georgia Southern and Florida Railway 
company, whose trunk line now extends from 
Macon, Ga., to Palatka, |Fla., has purchased 
terminal facilities at St. Petersburg. The 
land and water front Were bought from the 
Orange Belt Investment |company. In order 
to secure a _ line from Palatka to St. 
Potersburg, the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, it is said, has alfeady bought, or will 
buy in the near future, all the rights and fran- 
chises of the Palatka and Lake Weir railway, 
and will extend it into Ocala—from Ocala to 
Silver Springs. The Ocala and Gulf railway 
has already been built, and isin operation as 
far south as Homosassa, and it is practically 
certain that arrangements have already been 
made whereby this road will become the prop- 
erty of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
company, which will then extend the 
line southward down the coast to St. Peters- 
burg. This would complete every link and 
make St. Petersburg the gulf terminus and 
Palatka the eastern terminus of a great railway 
system in Florida, with a northern terminus in 
Macon, Ga. Should a line of steamships then 
be put on to run directly between Palatka and 
New York, after the deepening of the St. 
Johns river channel as far up as the former 
city, the whole would form a powerful com- 
bination which would control a large portion 
of the traftic of the state.

Means is the young man mentioned in yes-

Wednesday morning, charged with attempt- 


ing to secure money on forged deeds. 


Yesterday developed several new phases of. 


the case, 

One is the claim that he is of unsound mind, 
and another shows how he attempted to secure 
money from other loan agents. 

Means remained in the station-heuse all day 
yesterday. In the evenifig he was removed 
from his cage to the chief’s office, in charge of. 
a special officer. 7 

SAYS HE IS CRAZY, | 

Yesterday morning Mr. Azmon Murphey 
visited Means in his cell. Mr. Murphey. was 
sent for by Means to act as his counsel. 

Mr. Murphey has known the young man from 
his childhood, and was his school teacher for 
some time. 

Toa CONSTITUTION reporter Mr. Murphey 
stated that in his opinion Means was out of his 
mind beyond a doubt, that in conversation 
he did not know what he was talking about, 
and he believed him to be in a condition that 
was worthy of pity and sympathy. 

During the day Mr. Murphey held a consul- 
tation with Dr. C. W. Stilesand Mr. Thomas 
Willingham, the gentlemen who came so near 
being vitimized by Meansin his rather pecu- 
liar loan negotiation. 3 

To these gentlemen Means’s condition was 
explained, and, considering this, it is probable 
that neither will take any step to aid in his 
punishment. 

Means’s attorney states that any losses they 
may have sustained will be made good. 

WHO MEANS Is. 

Ben A. Means is the son of one of the best 
citizens of Pike county, Mr. John Means. 

He is a brother of James M. Means, who 
represented Pike county in the last legislature, 
and who has held several other public offices 
of trust. 

The Means family is one of the best of the 
state, and this makes the young man’s pre- 
dicament all the more unfortunate. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Murphy, in response 
to telegrams to his client’s family, received a 
letter from his father saying that he would 
reach Atlanta this morning. 

Mr. Means stated in his letter that he would 
do all in his power to right any wrong his son 
had committed. 

Mr. W. T. Maynard, of Forsyth, whose name 
young Maynard forged to the bogus deed, also 
telegraphed hisagentsin Atlanta that he would 
start for Atlanta yesterday afteruoon or early 
this morning. 

He read the particulars of the forgery in 
yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, and at once com- 
municated with Captain E. M. Roberts in 
whose hands his property was for sale. 

Z.M. Maynard is his son. This circumstance 
complicates the case. 

A BONA FIDE TRADE BROKEN INTO. 

There is a rather unusual coincidence con- 
nected with Means and the forged deed. 

Mr. W. T. Maynard has owned the lot on 
Hunter street for nearly twenty years. Until 
very recently it was never on the market for 
sale at all. 

Captain E. M. Roberts put it on his sale list 
a short time ago. 

Colonel George W.!Adair had a customer for 
such a place, and so opened negotiations for 
the purchase of the Maynard lot. 

ednesday Judge Anderson began search- 
ing the titles, the terms of the contract having 
been agreed upon by Colonel Adair and Cap- 
tain Roberts. 

They knew nothing of Means’s bogus 
deed filed Monday, until Judge Anderson 
ran upon it at the court-house. 

At the time the trade was closed between 
Colonel Adair and Captain Roberts, Means 
was closing up negotiations for a loan on the 
same property. 

The forged deed drawn by Means will prob- 
ably seriously interfere with Colonel Adair’s 
trade. 

It casts a shadow on the title—that is, until 
the courts decide the deed is forged the prop- 
erty is not W. T. Maynard’s in the eyes of the 
law, though it isin point of fact. It belongs 
to Z. M. Maynard, his son, the party t» whom 
Means conveyed it (claiming himself to be 
that party) in his forged deed. 

This makes it necessary for the courts to 
annull the forged deed before the property can 
be sold. 

This procedure will be begun as soon as Mr. 
Maynard and his son can reach the city.

This question 
enters largely into his protits from the farm, sim- 
ply becaure protected plows, chains, tools and im- 
plements, as well as other necessities which can- 
mot be produced on the farm, enter into the cost 
of production cn the farm. 

The cost ect producing cotton, wheat, tobacco 
and corn is affected by the tariff, but this is not 
the question we present, or the evil we seek 
throuch this measure to remedy. We ask fora 
measure that will enable the farmer to sell cotton, 
wheat and other products mentioned in the bill, 
forthe highest price that a full, free and untram- 
meled market will] demand. This grant would 
overcome to a large degree any increased cost on 
productions growmg out of the tariff, 

We are found in this predicament. The govern- 
ment must be supported by a tax. The dominant 
party controlling the government chooses to do 
this by a tax levied on imports, which 
tax is takcn advantage of by home producers or 
manufacturers, and the amount of tax levied 
on a given article to be imported is added to the 
cost of production on the same article produced 
at home, and the farmers are compelled to buy at 
these advanced prices, made so by the policy 
of the government. When the farmer comes 
to seil his cotton, wheat orcorn, he finds a de- 
pressed market, low prices prevail so long as he 
can hold his crops, andin many instances he is 
thus compelied to sell below fthe cost of produc- 
tion. 

Now, the amount of protective tax, paid on ev- 
ery article used on the farm does enter into the 
cost of production, but notinto the selling price 
of a given crop, except incidently. If the farmer 
could have fu:l and free competition in the mar- 
kets regulated by suppty and demand, when he 
comes to dispose of his crops,then perhaps he 
would be enabled to overcome the extra cost of 

rocuction made so for the benefit of some other 

ellow. Weallege thata depressed market with 
depressed prices, grows out of these facts, owing 
to the indebtedness of farmers as a class, they are 
compelled to sell their crops as fast as harvested. 
This necessity places on the market an entire crop 
in two orthree months—that cannot and will not 
be cousumed in less than twelve months, and that 
in a green or unmarketable condition, 

Second, that the volume of currency is insufti- 
cient to meet that crop and hold it at an addition- 
al cost in the way of interest on capital invested, 
insurance, storage, etc., until the consumers can 
take it. 

Third, we allege that owing to the foregoing 
facts’ our crops fall into the hands of speculators 
and that the margin for profits between the cost 
of production and the real market value is lost to 
the farmers. 

Fourth, we charge that the indebtedness of our 
people was brought upon them by national legis- 
tion, chiefly by contraction of the volume of cur- 
rency as well as by an entire false and inadequate 
monetary system. We allege that even now, with 
the most unfavorable surroundings, if congress 
will give us a flexible currency in sufficient vol- 
ume to meet our cropsand dispose of them as 
supply and demand may indicate that as a class— 
and that without either injustice or expense to 
others, we wi!ll soon become independent. We as- 
sert,thatas the national congress brought our 
people into this condition without their consent 
orapproval, they should at least open the way for 
their relief without being met with the sneer of 
paternalism that fell from the lips of the gentle- 
man from New York, (Flowers) on yesterday in 
this committee room of whichI am ashamed, if he 
38 not. 

Mr. Chairman, there is not a member of this 
comnittee, or of either branch of congress, or the 
president, or secretary of the treasury but must 
admit a lack of money in this country. Mr. Wind- 
om admits an insufficient volume, and a portion 
of that locked up and useless to the country. Sen- 
ators Plunb and Sherman adwits the same, and 
place the amount per capita at $10. Othets at 
mnuch less. We are standing by the figures and 
estimates of our own Dunning, which places it at 
$4.75 per capita, and where we intend to stand 
until one proves him incorrect. 

We assert that the national banking. system 
should be repealed or so amended as to allow real 
estate as a basis of credit. Farmers are now ex- 
ciuded from any direct business connection with 
the banks, and, therefore, forced to secure ad- 
Vances or loans ata very expensive rate of inter- 
est. Two of my own congressmen, now present. 
Messrs. Stewart and Clements, have earnestly 
Bought to repeal two very objectionhble features 
of the banking system—the real estate clause and 
10 per cent tax clause, and congress refused to do 
80, aud in this refusal both democrats and repub- 
licans were to blame. 

Gentlemen, you cannot longer legislatein the in- 
terest of a money monopoly without bringing 
down upon your heads the indignation of our peo- 
ple. We contend that the present banking sys- 
tem is a monopoly of the worst type and of immi- 
nent danger to both the welfare of the people and 
the liberties under jour form of government, and 
today affecting every interest in this country. 

We are not alonein this opinion. Mr. ‘Chase. 
who had more to do with putting this system on 
this country than anyone or all others combined 
Said: “My agencyin procuring the p e of 
the national banking act, was the atest finan- 
Cial mistake of my life. It has huilt up a monop- 
oly that affects every interest in this country. Mt 
should be repealed. But before this can be done 
the poopie will a on one side and the 
banks on the other, in a contest such as we have 

meverseen in this country.” 

We declare to you today, Mr. Chairman, that the 
agricultural interest and the laborers’ interest is 
80 affected by this monopoly, that we cannot long- 
er forbear. The Alliance movement is the begin- 
ning of this contest between the people and this 
money monopoly. It may be, gentlemen, that 
Surrounded with overflowing vaults, filled with 
unused gold, silver and greenbacks—surrounded 
by millionaires both in and out of congress, with 
long continued legislation in favor of monopolies 
with no general demurrer from the ple until 
now, that you may not readily commie or heed 
this appeal, nevertheless, allow meto assert in 
— hearing today in this, the greatest capitol of 

he greatest nation on earth, that in every far- 
mers home, in every section of this great coun- 
try, in every alliance, in every grange, in every 
agricultural jclub, our peor are moving, slow as 

t may seem, but with heretofore an unknown 
amount of thought, study and comprehension of 
these questions, and this appea] to you by their 
- agents today, isthe warning note that this con- 
test is but begun, and must continue until every 
oe of national and state legislation that today 
Stands in the way of “equal mghts to all special 
ee to none,” are swept from our statute

can, with any assurance, wt. 7 or expect steady 
markets or dy prices ; and often have prices on 
this account been ruinonsty lew on the producer 
when lorced to sell, and fabulously h on the 
consumer When forced to buy.. The sub-treasury 
plan, with a flexible currency not under the con- 
trol of banks, Lut subject only to the business 
necessitics of the country, will place the preducer 
and consumer face to face, and steady prices of all 
commodities, contingent only on sapply and de- 
mani 


speech to congress, Pebruary 12, 1820, says: “All 
intelligent writers on currency agree that when it 
is decreasing in amount, peverty and misery 
must prevail.” Yet in the face of allinse!ligent 
authors on this que-tion, our congress has con- 
tracted the currency in afew years, from $52.01 
per capita to $4.75,4s to our figures and $10 for 
that of others, and has brought poverty and 
misery all over this land of ours. 

Now, gentiemen, are you willing to right thig 
wroeBg vrought «about Ly congre.s? Alexander 
Mamilton, in his report oa the ming in 17% said: 
‘To annul the nse of either of the two metals as 
money, is to abridge the quality of the circulatin, 
meium, and is liable to a!lof the otjections 
\ hich arise irom a comparison ef the benefits of a 
full with the evils of a scant cireulation.” We 
again as¥ert of this :yetem to-day, if kept within 
the requ rements ef iaw and safe Lus'ne:s limits 
ws stated by Senator Sherman, woud force the 
entire cireulation to Le kcpt and “held np asa 
reserve. [sit possike that we have a financial 
systcom that must open'y violate the very ach upon 
which it cxists tofarnish even the present in- 
adequate volume of currency? . 

‘This sub-treasury pian that we present will fur- 
nish a voluime of flexible currency, sulflicicnt to 
meet the crops a8 they are furced upon the market 
and hold them over no longer than the consumer 
iS in shape to take them, thus enabling the pro- 
ducer to realize the Highest market price to be 
paid by the consumer, which is new realized by 
the middleman or speculator; not, therefore, in- 
creasing necessarily fhe price to the consumer, 
while it will inevitabiy do sofer the producer. This 
seems to be in the minds of many the great objec- 
tion to our plan, to wit: That we are seeking to 
force combines or trusts on cotton, corn, 
wheat and tobacco and thereby force those that 
do not produce these articles to pay an extrava- 
gant price for them by the help of the govern- 
ment. We seek no such thing and could not under 
our plan if we would. No one better understands 
than the farmer thatall crops must be so'td to 
meet the steady demands if the largest amounts of 
profits are to acrue to them. Again we ask for 
twelve months indulgence in the ware-house, and 
the crops must be sold steadily #0 as to mest the 
fuwiiest demand, thus stimu'ating the largest pos- 
sible consnmption and thus securing the largert 
profit on the entire crop. If the farmers should 
attempt to corner cotton they wou'd find two diffi- 
culties under our pian to contend with. 

First. That would produce or bring about under- 
consumption, which would depress prices unless 
under production should immediately follow. 

Second. The next crop would find them with 
their cetton on hand and that would breaK their 
cerner and seriously depress the price of two 
crops instead of one. No danger to consumers 
under this plan of ours; but speculators, bucket- 
shops, and all those who today grow rich oif 
labor without adding one dollar to the wealth of 
the country, wou!d inost assured'y be lett without 
their present occupation. Therefore, we assert 
that our plan will enhance the price of products 
named in the bill to the producer, and not to the 
consumer. The mill-men and the manufacturers 
will be largely benefited by the plan. They can 
under this plan lop off many of their agents that 
are quite expensive in buying and shipping their 
suppiies. ‘They will not have to borrow large 
sums of money to carry over stock for future use. 
They will not have to pay storage and 
insurance, tue producer doing all this 
for them, and well can the miller or manufacturer 
divide with the producer those savings when his 
demands can be met monthly or weekly under 
stable and certain contracts. 

Our plan is not unconstitutional, if the issue of 
three bundred and forty-six millions of green- 
backs was constitutional, which has been so de- 
clared by the supreme court of the United States. 
We do not intend to ask for an unconstitutional 
measure. We do not believe in the doctrine that two 
wrongs make one right, or that we should do evil 
that good may come. Mr. Chairman, the principie 
is what we contend for, hitch this up in any 
harness and to either end of the financial system 
| of this country that suits you best. Give us relief 
and preserve the often violated and disregarded 
constitution. This we beg of you, and to accept 
anything else will not bring relief. 

We did not hope to present a perfect plan. We 
do not beheve that this bill as it left our hands is 


which we complain exist, and the principle con- 
tained in the bill will bring the desired relief as we 
can possibly know anything in this uncertain day 
andtime. Weknew when we drew the bill that 
all legisiation of this day in congress is a 
compromise, made so by conflicting interests, as 
well as conflicting party politics. Neither party 
here seems to know what advantage or disad- 
vantage the adoption of the sub-treasury plan 
would bring to their réspective party. I am not 
here to lecture either party, but I can say this, 
gentlemen, that we have presented you a non- 
partisan question, a non-sectional question ; and 
if you take this question into congress and there 
array the one party or other against it, my opin- 
ion is that the party that fights it, hinders it, or 
stifles it, will be badly damaged when you again 
come before the people. 

Our plan should not be objected to as class 
legislation. Legislation that gives every person 
in the same class equal rights and privileges; and 
legislation that gives all classes the same advan- 
tages as similar circumstances will admit, cannot 
be class legislation, either in a special or genera) 
sense, justas every national bank now is equal in 
the benefits of the bank act. Just as every cotton 
manufacturer is reaping the benefit of a high 
protective tariff. Just as every sugar, rice and 
wool-producer is doing the game. And just as 
every industry and every class of citizenship is to 
day legislated for, save the farmer and laborer. 
This act would take all other legislation out 
of this line or free it from the charge of class leg- 
islation, as then all classes would be given some 
showing at least at the markets of the world, 
whether upon an even plane or not, is another 
question. If congress would skip class legislation 
two things must be done: First, no legislation 
should be had for a division of one class or sec- 
tion against any one in the same class or in a dif- 
ferent locality. Again, if congress should stimu- 
late one class of industries by help of any kind, 
then, to be clear of class legislation, congress 
should give help to all other industries in like cir- 
cumstances. 

Our plan should not be objected to as an ex- 
travagant one. On every hand and in every possi- 
ble direction that you may turn the eye from this 
magnificent national capito!], one would suppose 
that we had today resurrected before him the 
glory, wealth and splendor of Jerusalem in the 
days of Solomon. his magnificent city, with its 

‘many costly and magnificent public buildings; 
with beautiful and refreshing parks at every 
turn; with 250,000 inhabitants almost free from 
every species of city tax; with more sights to see 
than an ordinary farmer could behold in twelve 
months, or atudy and comprehend in the life- 
time of a [cthuselah, and yet only 
a few days ago congress appro- 
propriated $200,000 to establish a zoo in 
which to care for the monkey—so necessary to the 
capitol of this greatnation! Talk of extravagance 
for the farmers of the country! Oh,shame! Let 
this be done when one out of every thousand shall 
have spare money to see the great capitol of the 
greatest country in the world, and that his own 
capitol and his owncountry. Let this be done 
when the liens and mortgages that nuw cover his 
home and chattels shall have been renioved by his 
own effort, when allowed to do 80 by those, like 
the membcr from New York, who stated yesterday 
in this committee room and who now sits there to 
my right, “‘that the next thing to be asked for will 
be that hogs and children of farmers will be in the 
sub-treasury warehouses and the women working 
the fields.”” This is not strange when we remem- 
ber that the gentleman is one 
of those millionaires » by several 
times, that own three-fifths of all the property of 
the United States, and whose financi indoes are 
such that never see the poor man of_the field or 
shop, and whose circumstances are such as never 
to furnish a personal experience likely to convince 
him of the necessity of this measure. No, Mr. 
Chairman, deal with us as honest men seeking re- 
lief at the hands of those whom our votes have 
elevated—seeking relief froma government sup- 
ported by taxes earned in the sweat of the face 
and cheerfully turned over to be lavishly expended 
for some one else. Justice, even-handed justice, 
is all we ask. This we expect of your suc- 
cessors, and this, we have a good and sufficient 
reason to believe, we will one -_ obtain.
